Other Candidates. 

Others prominently mentioned 
for the job include the Giants 
Eddie Stanky, who played for 
Ve-ck at Milwaukee; Charley 
Grimm, manager at Milwaukee; 
and Lou Boudreau, former Cleve- 
land manager who is with the 
Red Sox. A report from New 
York indicated Stanky would be 
let go to take the Browns’ job. 

Veeck’s announcement that 
more changes in the Browns’ 
roster would be made in a few 
days followed a two-week period 
of global talent-hunting. Within a 
few hours Veeck spoke to scouts 
in Lisbon, Portugal, Honolulu and 
Winnipeg, Canada. 

“I made at least 10 calls to 
the Pacific Coast yesterday,” 
Veeck said. 

In addition to Paige, who was

ed Shortstop’ Bill Jennings, and 
Outfielders Jack Maguire and 
Frank Saucier. 

“I’m going to let Paige go as 
far as he can ‘tonight,” Taylor 
said.

From 1935 to 1945, Mr. Truman was United 


States Senator from Missouri. In that time TVA 


became a vital national reality. Since early in 


1945 Mr. Truman has been either Vice Presi- 
dent or President, the latter for more than six 
years. In this time he has had many opportu- 
nities to declare himself in fayor of a Missouri 
Valley Authority. He has never done so. — 

Indeed, he has failed to speak about his own 
area's valley when to fail’ to speak was to cre- 
ate a glaring omission. Thus, in gNovember, 
1949, he said: “I see immense undeveloped 
rivers and valleys all over the world that would 
make TVAs and Columbia Valley develop- 
ments.” 

He sees these developments all, over the- 
world but not in Missouri and the valley of 
the Missouri river. He speaks of TVAs in Ten- 
nessee, Alabama and Mississippi, and CVAs in 
Washington and Oregon, but not of an MVA 
which would benefit the people of his own 
state and his own region. 

When he discussed this theme in his. New 
Orleans address in the 1944 campaign, the 
President used words that sounded well but 
had far less content than they had rhetoric. 

The damage, in so far as it ean be reckoned 
at, all in money, will exceed three-quarters of 
a billion dollars.

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Why Arms Are Not Enough 
In a recent message to the U.N., the United 
States delegate said the economic development 
of free nations is “not a luxury and cannot be 
a casualty of the defense program.” It remains 
to be seen whether Congress will back up this 
principle. The test will come when Congress 


acts on the foreign aid program, which includes - 


$2,200,000,000 for economic aid as well as 
$6,300,000,000 for military aid. , 

William C. Foster, ECA director, gave a 
cogent reason for the economic part of the 
program when he testified before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee last week. Essen- 
tially the reason is that locking the front door 
against the danger of Communist ‘military  ag- 
gression may’ prove futife if ‘the baek door to 
Communist subversion is left open. 

Mr. Foster pointed out that even with the 
economic aid: recommended by the Administra- 
tion for the present year, the diversion of Euro- 


pean energies from ‘civilian to military pro- | 


duction will depress some economies to about 
the 1948 level. Without economic aid, he said, 
European, living standards might easily revert 
to prewar conditions.

In the rush and sweat of this annual 
stampede, Congress bowed—for the time 
being—to the President’s appeal for ad- 
equate defensé funds, gave him all the 
money he asked for the Point Four pro- 
gram and kept the Marshall aid program 
able to provide the funds it has promised 
to Southeast Asia and Formosa and 
maintain the standard of its present pay- 
ments to Europe. 

To win this temporary victory the Pres- 
ident had to beg Congress in a special 
letter and say that if the Senate’s own 
temporary bill made the cuts it had 
threatened, the United States would be 
guilty of “a large, immediate, and, I be- 
lieve, disastrous cutback in our most im- 
portant foreign aid program (and) in so 
doing it would critically retard our efforts 
to build up strength in crucial areas of 
the world.” 


Blame for the Hold-Up 


This hare-brained procedure has long 
been common in state legislatures where 
the custom is not unknown of stopping 
the clock at a minute to midnight on the 
last day of the legislature’s life in order 
to legalize the rush of bills passed during 
an extra day’s session. But such a strata- 
gem has so far been thought beneath 
the dignity of Congress. 

This year it would be literally fair to 
blame the MacArthur invertigation for the 
annual hold-up. But if it had not, been 
MacArthur it would have been some 
other investigation, for in general the 
blame for this chronic procrastination is

The protein in meat is a 
complete protein, which means 
that it contains all the essential 
amino acids. Amino acids are 
chemicals linked in very com- 
plicated systems to form the pro- 
teins.

There are more than ten of 
these amino acids that your body. 
must have. They occur in milk, 
cottage cheese, and-meat.

Meat is a good food not only 
because it is appetizing and con- 
tains protein. It also has minerals 
and large amounts of vitamins.

As far as protein 
itself is concerned, fish meat sup- 
plies as complete a protein as any 
other meat.

They 
feel that meat eating hurts the 
kidneys, causes high blood pres- 
sure, thickeng the blood, or -is 
otherwise harmful.

such as pork for instance—there 
isn’t any. known way for meat to 


harm the blood pressure, the -

A Few Hints 


For Proper 
Scalp Care

DO matter what the color of 
Neour hair, whether it is gray 

or whether you have it tinted, 
you must have a healthy scalp. 

‘Dry hair is dull and the scalp 
feels tight, the ends are brittle. 
The hair lacks depth and bril- 
liance, Dry hair needs scalp mas- 
sage, soap shampcoing, deep 
brushing and an occasional hot oil 
shampoo. You need exercise and 
more fresh air. 

Oily hair. If, after shampooing, 
your hair is heavy with oil within 
three days, if your hair ends are 
drab and split, then nature is not 
doing right by you. You must 
massage the scalp and brush your 
hair while bending over. Brush 
from the scalp outward. The 
brushing and the bending aid in 
stimulating circulation.

DANDRUFF, that flaky, white 
substance which often shows up 
on your scalp without apparent 
cause, can be gotten rid of. Sham- 
poo the hair, dry it, then brush 
and apply a lubricating ointment, 
Apply the ointment directly to 
the scalp, not on the hair. If the 
condition does persist, see a doc- 
tor about your diet. 

Shampooing. Anyone can'do a 
good shampoo. Be sure to have 
soap and warm water. A brush

and comfortable to use. When 
you have finished the shampoo be 
sure to rinse and. rinse until your 
hair squeaks. Dry with warm 
towels and friction. Rub your 
scalp until circulation is stim- 
ulated. This makes your hair dry 
faster.

The women work in gardens, 
and grow vegetables and grain.

At least twice a day, a 
housewife is expected to take a 
Jarge jar to a nearby spring or 
river to obtain drinking water. 
Usually she carries the water jar 
on her head. 


Of children there are many, 
and they add to the mother’s 
work while they are small. Later 
they are given tasks to perform, 
and provide help in caring for 
gardens and thatching huts. 

The men are supposed to do 
the harder work, but their lives 
are spent largely in hunting, fish- 
thg and boating.

Crocodiles in the Belgian Con- 
go feed on fish and almost any 
other kind of animal food they 
can find. 

Natives are in danger from 
crocodiles; more women and chil- 
dren are eaten than men. Natives 
g0 to witch doctors to obtain 
special charms against crocodiles, 
but often learn—too late — that 
the charms fail to protect them.

effort on your part you can 
put off until tomorrow just about 
anything except maybe a new 
roof for the house.

Now 
as a new roof is going to cost 
money, it’s best to select. the 
roof material with care. 

The prime-requisite for any 
roof is to keep out the weather 
and just about any standard sort 
of roof material will do that. The 
next important factor is durability 
and here some: materials last a 
good deal longer than others. 
Asphalt and wood shingles should 
give many years of good service 
and slate and asbestos shingles 
should out-last you by a good 
many years. Wood and asphalt 
shingles can usually be installed 
right over the old roofing without 
the need for additional support 
for the roof framework: Slate
